SECTION I. REPEAL :

SECTION IV. SEPARATION OF POWERS QUESTIONS

A. In the event of a disagreement between the Executive and Legislative
Branches on a question involving Separation of Powers, the Department will
participate in informal efforts to come to an agreement on such questions.

B. The Department works for the Tribe as a whole with specific duties as
stated in Section 11, therefore if the Executive and Legislative Branches continue
to disagree after informal efforts are used to resolve the question involving
Separation of Powers, then the Executive and Legislative Branches may jointly
request a written analysis from the Department. This does not prohibit
Department attorneys from participating in discussion or routine informational
correspondence.

C. The General Counsel, and/or the Assistant General Counsel will only
represent the position of the Executive Branch in Tribal Court, and the Legislative
Services Attorney will only represent the position of the Legislative Branch in Tribal
Court, if both the Executive and Legislative Branches concurs that it is in the Tribe’s
interest for such attorneys to represent such branches in seeking Tribal Court
resolution of a Separation of Powers issue.

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SECTION Il1. EFFECTIVE DATE

Effective upon signature of the Executive or 30 days from Tribal Council approval
whichever comes first or if the Executive vetoes the Statute, then upon Tribal Council
override of the veto.
